passenger and freight service on the 
Southern Railway system threatens 
to result in the annulment of certain 
trains . Just before Christmas it was 
indicated at the offices of the South- 
ern Railway, Northern Division, in 
the Dudley building, that unless there 
was a turn for the better in the rail- 
way economic situation, it would be 
compelled to reduce the number of 
trains run in order to pare expenses

The one hundred counties of Vir- 


ginia during the past year drew out 
of the treasury the sum of $1,392,- 
290.46 in excess of what they paid 
into it, the counties, In other words, 
getting back 127 per cent of their 
state taxes. 
Eighty-three counties 


drew out more than what they paid 
in, while seventeen counties paid in 
more than they eventually drew out. 
Among the seventeen counties on this 
"honor roll" is Pittsylvania county, 
which put into the treasury more 
than what it drew out. 


A further analysis of the figures 


shows that the 23 Virginia cities paid 
into the treasury the sum of $6,591.- 
651.52. and they drew out $1,586,- 
382.05. the amount paid in, in excess 
of the amount withdrawn, being J5,- 
005.259 47. 
These figures resolved 


show- that the cities of Virginia get 
back 24 per cent of their state taxes.

resolution today was introduced in 
the house which is thought to have 
th« support of Governor VVestmore- 
lajil Davis, amending section 84 of 
the state constitution so as to re- 
quire all candidates for state, muni- 
cipal or county Office in Virginia to 
take an oath that they have not, sinco 
Dec. 1, 1924. violated any provision 
of the state of federal liquor laws, 
and that, if elected, they will not 
practice any such violation. 
The 


resolution was sponsored by Dele- 
gates AA'ilbur C. Hall, of Loudoun. and 
Mayo C. Brown, of Lynch burg. 
It 


means .among other things, that a 
person 
buying 
frcrfh 
a bootlegger 


would be barred from holding olflce. 


The resolution imposes the follow- 


ing oath on all candidates for office: 


"I do solemnly swear (or affirm) 


that I will support the constitution of 
the United S'.ates and the constitution 
of the state of Virginia .ordained by 
the convention which assembled in 
the c»y of Richmond on the twelfth 
day of June, nineteen hundred and 
one ,and that I. will faithfully and im- 
partially discharge and perform all 
duties incumbent on me as 
——— 
accordins to the best of iny ability. 
I further solemnly swear that I have 
not, since the first day of December, 
ninteen 
hundred and 
twenty-four, 


knowingly violated any of the provi- 
sions of the laws of the common- 
leaht of A'irginia or of the United 
States relating to intoxii-atins liquors. 
and that 1 will not, during my con- 
tinuance in office, knowingly violate 
any of the provsions of the laws of 
the commonwealth of A'irginia or of 
the United States relating to intoxi- 
cating liquors. So help me God." 


No person who is unable to take 


the foregoing oath, or who shall not 
take the same, shall hereafter be eli- 
gible as a member of the General As- 
sembly or to any office of the state, 
or of any county, city, town or other 
subdivision of the state.
